By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, March 20.--The 
overnment asked for an injunc- 
tion today to restrain the We'rton 
Steel Co. from violating the ccllec- 
tive bargaining section of the Na- 


tional Recovery Act. 

In a suit filed in the United 
States District Court of Delawvre, 
the Government asked also that the 
company be enjoined “from ais- 
charging, laying off or changing 
the conditions of employment of 
gny employes on account of union 
affiliations and from interferirg in 
an election conducted by the em- 
ployes or by any agency desigaated 
by them.” 

It also is asked that the defendant 
file at a time fixed by the court 
identification lists of employes and 
such other documents and records 
as May be reasonably necessary or 
appropriate for the conduct of an 
election or elections among the de- 
fendunt’s employes. 

Ask for Permanent Relief. 

The bill also asks that on final 
adjudication, the court decree that 
the relief prayed for be made 
permanent, and that the defendant 
reinstate to their former or similar 
position, without prejudice as to 
wages, hours, or other working con- 
ditions, such employes as were dis- 
charged or laid off or whose re- 
employment was denied because of 

G.nion activity and relations. 

The company was charged with 
‘violating the National Recovery 
Act and the code of fair competi- 
tion for the iron and steel in- 
dustry.” 

The government also charged the 
company with violating its agree- 
ment with the other members of 
the steel industry to comply with 
the provisions of the code and with 
violating the executive order of 
President Roosevelt of Feb. 1, 1934.

NEW YORK, March 20,—Merely 
because his paintings hang in the 
New York Museum of Art, the 
Corcoran Gallery at Washington, 
and in other famous museums, gal- 
leries and private collections at De- 
troit, Los Angeles, Chicago, San 
Diego, Sante Fe and elsewhere, 
does not mean that the illustrious 
John Sloan can conveniently do 
without the $38.25 weekly wage he 
is receiving from the CWA. 

But, after all, the salary had lit- 
tle to do with Sloan’s becoming a 
CWA worker, a step which Mrs. 
Grace Cosselin, CWA chairman 
here, says left her “flabbergasted.” 

Sloan said: “She needn’t have 
been ‘flabbergasted.’ My work for 
the Government has been no secret 
and anyway I can get along with- 
out it, just as I’ve got along ‘with- 
out other necessary things. That 
isn’t the point. The point is that 
I've always advocated Government 
recognition of art, and I got into 
this because I thought it would 
help blish a Governmental de- 
partment of art such as all the 
great countries of Europe have. 

“Already I have finished one 
painting which has been accepted 
and now am working on a compan- 
ion picture. These pictures are 
worth about $4000 each. I figured 
if I gave them to the Government 
for less than $600, that being my 
salary for four months under the 
CWA, it might awaken Uncle Sam 
to his duty to artists and the pub- 
lic at large.”

Douthitt, 34 years old, 
former convict, 6235 Southwood 
avenue; has made a complete con- 
fession involving himself and the 
three others in the crime; says 
he took part in the attempted rob- 
bery of Abeln and his wife, but 
failed in his assigned task of get- 
‘ting their money. 

Kennedy, 44, two-term 
ex-convict, 3737 North Fourteenth 
street, — * in jail on a robbery 
the attual slayer of both Abein’ 
and Mrs. <Abeln. Denies the 
charge. -. 

Arthur Schnelt, 32, former con- 
vict, 510 St. Joseph street; named 
by Douthitt as —2 driven the 
car and taken part with Douthitt 
in the holdup; denies charge. 

Prentice C. Trimble, 36, 9415 
May avenue, St. Louis County; 
held as “finger man” who aided 
in plan for robbery and helped 
dispose of evidence, but was not 
at scene of crime; admits charge. 

Questioned for Five Hours. 

Douthitt, who was arrested on in- 
formation first obtained by a mem- 
ber of the Circuit Attorney's staff, 
was questioned by Chief of Detec- 
tives Carroll, Assistant Circuit At- 
torney McLaughlin and other offi- 
cials for five hours last night. 
Transcription of his confession, 
which filled 15 typewritten pages, 
began at 12:24 a. m. today. 

The grand jury, meeting this 
afternoon, took up the Abeln mur- 
der case, with Douthitt as a wit- 
ness. Indictments are expected to 
follow. 

Douthitt’s story is that Kennedy 
invited him to take part in the in- 
tended robbery of Mr. and Mrs. 
Abeln, who were accustomed to col- 
lect cash receipts of their five 
stores on a nightly round. He said 
he met Kennedy and Schnelt in a 
South Broadway saloon the night 
of Dec. 21, and they went out in a 
car driven by Schnelt at 11:30 p. m. 

Waylaid Abeln and Wife. 

The three, he said, waylaid Abeln 
and his wife near their store at 
3928 South Broadway. Abeln 
reached for his weapon, Douthitt 
said, and Kennedy shot both him 
and his wife, after Abeln had fired 
once, Kennedy firing eight shots. 
Douthitt, who was expected to seize 
the money, did not get it, and more 
than $2000 was found in a pad- 
locked canvas pouch beside Mrs. 
Abeln’s body. Douthitt said Schnelt 
drove away alone, and that he and 
Kennedy fled on foot.

ment until next Jan. 1. 

The railway managers’ notice of 
a 15 per cent cut in pay upon the 
expiration of the present agreement 
was withdrawn after President 
Roosevelt had repeated his request 
publicly for a continuation of the 
existing wage scale in the public 
interest. 

President Roosevelt had warned 
railway employers and workers to 
settle their wage dispute and sug- 
gested a public commission to ex- 
amine the controversy. 

The President took this action 
shortly after railway employes had 
demanded a 20 per cent wage in- 
crease above what they are now 
getting, effective July 1. The work- 
ers acted in reply to notice xiven 
yesterday by the -ailway managers 
that they intended to impose an- 
other 5 per cent cut on July 1. The 
employes now are working far 10 
per cent below their basic. wage. 
Their demand today is for restora- 
tion of the 10 per cent and an ad- 
6itional 10 per cent increase. 

In a letter to the conferring 
railway executives and labor offi- 
cials, the President -repeated his 
proposal for a six months’ exten- 
sion of the present wage agree 
ment. : 

Text of President’s Letter. 

The text of the President’s letter, 
addressed to W. F. Thiehoff, chair- 
man of the Conference Committee 
of Managers, and A F. Whitney, 
chairman of the Railway Labor 
Executives’ Association, follows: 

“I have been adviseéd of what has 
transpired at the conferences be- 
tween the Conference Committee of 
Managers, representing the rail- 
roads, and the Railway Labor Ex- 
ecutives’ Association, representing 
the employes, which have been held 
in response to my communication 
of Feb. 14, 1934. 

“In that communication I ex- 
pressed the hope ‘tha‘ the railroads 
and their employes may be able to 
agree upon an extension of the 
present agreement for at least six 
months,’ expressing also my convic- 
tion that ‘such an extension would 
be of advantage to those directly 
concerned, and also to the coun- 
try.’ 
“It is a profound disappointment 
to learn that no progress toward 
an-agreement has been made at the 
conference. I fear that sight is 
being lost of the most important 
factor of all, the good of the coun- 
try. 

“If no agreement is reached, and 
in default of arbitration, it may be 
necessary for me, with due regard 
to the protection of the general 
public interest, to appoint a com- 
mission to examine thoroughly into 
the labor controversy, covering all 
classes of railroA4d employment, in 
order that the country may be ad- 
vised of the merits. 

“For the reasons stated in my 
communication of Feb. 14, I believe 
that conditions are not yet ripe for 
a wise settlement of these issues, 
and that the active prosecution of 
the controversy at the present time 
would have a most disturbing and 
unfortunate influence. Nor would 
a postponement be in general un- 
fair to the employes. 

Some Increases Wanted. 

“Since I addressed my previous 
communication to you, however, 
the fact has been developed that 
some of the railroad employes are 
now receiving compensation for 
their work at rates which are be- 
low minimums which have been 
established in the NRA codes, if

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Dr. David Simon Blondheim, 
Noted Authority on French, 
Ends Life.

BALTIMORE, March 20.—Dr. Da- 


vid Simon Blondheim of the faculty 
of the Johns Hopkins University 


since 1917 was found dead from gas 
in the kitchen of his apartn’ent 
here yesterday. Dr. John J. Mor- 
rissey, District Coroner, gave a ver- 
dict of suicide. 

Dr. Blondheim was 49 years old. 
His second wife, Mrs. Eleanor 
Blondheim, is a distinguished econ- 


omist connected with the research 
department of Bryn Mawr Co'lege.

Smeliing 
escaping gas, she called the po.ice. 

Miss Grace Blondheim, a sister, 
said she knew of no reason for the 
suicide. 

Last month Dr. Blondheim re 
ceived word from’ New York «hat 
he had failed to receive a beyguest 
of $3000 under the will of an aunt 
because one of the requirer:ents 
was that at the time of her death he 
be either unmarried or married to a 
Jewess. His wife was not a Jewecss. 

Dr. Henry C. Lancaster, head of 
the French department at Johns 
Hopkins, said Dr. Blondheim was 
the “outstanding man in this coun- 
try in the field of medieval French 
and French linguistics,” Joining the 
faculty of Johns Hopkins as an as 
sociate professor of French, Dr. 
Blondheim was promoted to the 
rank of full professor in 1924 and 
a short time later becarse profes- 
sor of romance philology. 

He was awarded a fellowship in 
1926 by the John Simon Guggen- 
heim Memoria] Foundation, for the 
purpose of gathering materia] for a 
series of works on the use of the 
romance language among the Jews 
of the middle. ages. 

Earlier he had received an award 
of 1000 francs from the division of 
the French Institute at Paris 
known as the AcaGemie des Inscrip- 
tions et Belles Lettres, in recogni- 
tion of the publishing of his book, 
“Les Parlers Judeo-Romans et la 
Vetus Latina.” He was the first 
American tc receive a prize ‘rom 
that institution.

The new measure emerged last 
night from a committee of Federa) 
experts. They had worked over it 
for a week in line with a presi- 
dential admonition that it . be 


“strong,” but also shaped to assure 
congressional adoption. 

Differences between congressional 
advocates of legislation and the 
Treasury and Federal Reserve 
Board were composed in the re- 
vised measure, Chairman Rayburn 
said today as the House Interstate 
Commerce Committee began hear- 
ings. 

Thomas Corcoran, counsel of the 
Reconstruction Corporation, and 
one of the drafters of the measure, 
added that the revised bill repre- 
sented eight days and nights of 
work by the authors of the meas- 
ure and the Federal Reserve and 
Treasury staffs, including mem- 
bers of the staff of Ferdinand Pe- 
cora, Senate Banking Committee 
counsel. 

Pecora Satisfied With Bill. 

Rayburn told stock exchange rep- 
resentatives that “in the new draft 
of this bill we have tried to meet 
all legitimate criticisms” advanced 
during the hearings: on the original 
bill. 

Pecora explained the bill to the 
Senate Banking Committee in 
executive session. Chairman Fietch- 
er said the revised measure as “a 
very decided improvement.” 

Pecora indicated he was satisfied 
with the bill. 

One major alteration was made 
in the requirements on marginal 
trading, the Fietcher-Rayrurn 
provisions on which drew heavy 
fire from Wall street. 

As in the original bill, a cash 
margin of 60 per cent would be 
necessary. But where the loan 
value of a stock in the original 
was limited to 40 per cent of the 
market value, or 80 per cent of the 
lowest price in three years, the 
Federal experts changed the latter 
to 100 per cent. : 

Where the marginal require- 
ments previously would have becn 
made applicable on all outstanding 
brokers’ accounts and bank loans 
on securities on Oct. 1, 1934, the 
revised draft shifts this date to 
Jan. 1, 1939. ‘ 

The new proposals, however, 
would go into effect on all mar- 
ginal transactions after Oct. 1, 
1934. 

As anothér major change in the 
marginal trading section, the Lew 
measure would place control of it 
in the Federal Reserve Board. 

Despite objections from exchange 
officers, however, the new draft 
would place the Federal Trade 
Commission in charge of adminis- 
tration of the rest of the measure. 
Membership of the commission 
would be enlarged from five to sev- 
en. The margin supervision shift 
was made in order to keep credit 
control in one agency. 

Other Provisions of Bill. 

The revised measure: 

Excludes banks making loans on 
securities from the previously pro- 
posed definition of broker. 

Puts burden of proof on the 
plaintiff in suits for recovery be- 
cause of misleading information, 
with the defendant required to 
show only good faith. 

Permits brokers to be odd-lot 
dealers and allow specialists to be 
either broker or dealer exclusive- 
ly, whereas the original bill ex- 
cluded brokers as dealers and spe- 
ciglists from trading in their own 
accounts. — 

Lifts the projected prohibition on 
dealing on exchanges in unlisted 
securities until March 1, 1935, on 
securities already so traded. 

Allows Federal Trade Commis- 
sion to vary the originally strict 
requirements for frequent financial 
statements from corporations that 
list securities. 

Alters projected power for com- 
mission to suspend trading on any 
exchange for a period of emergency 
so as to make presidential approv- 
al necessary for such action. 

Limits imposition of rules to ex- 
changes that have failed to adopt 
satisfactory rules.

The commission found that the 
charging of “imaginary” freight 
rates penalized small enterpris 
not located at a basing point by re- 
quiring them to the came 
amount for freight on deliveries in 
their immediate vicinities just as if 
the products had been in fact 
shipped from the basing points, 
which are usually where mills or 
large competitors are located. 

As an example of this discrimi- 
tion, the report cited the instance 
of a Duluth steel mill, which had 
to charge its local customers an 
“Imaginary” freight charge of $6.60 
a ton—the charge from Chicago, 
the basing point, to Duluth—yet if 
it sold products to a customer in 
Chicago, it could not add the $6.60 
charge to that bill. In other words, 
a Chicago mill could compete in 
the Duluth territory, but the Du- 
luth mill could not compete in the 
Chicago territory. - 

Commission’s Comment. 

Commenting on this point, the 


3 commission said: 


“It is a conservative staterent 
that the power to select, discontizue 
or increase the number of baczing 
points involves the power of decid- 
ing what cities shall be handi- 
caped and what cities shall be built 
up as centers for the remanufacture 
and processing of steel products. 
The importance of such a power 
over the future of communities can 
hardly be overstated. The tendency 
is distinctly against what is com- 
monly considered as desirable de- 
centralization of industry.” 

' By stipulating that all-rail rates 
should be charged in computing 
freight rates, the code “has had far- 
reaching repercussions on _ steel- 
using industries located on or near 
navigable water, on water transnor- 
tation companies supplying ‘hem, 
and on Federal Government water- 
way improvements,” the conimis- 
sion found. 

Effect in Mississippi! Valley. 

The report cited several examples 
of cities in the Mississippi Vahey 
which had already suffered from 
this discrimination. 

“Prior to the code,” the report 
said, “towns and cities located on 
inland waterways in many instances 
received the benefits of cheap wa- 
ter transportation in the porchase 
of steel products. Important in-’us- 
tries were established, mills and 
factories were built, and labor con- 
centrated at such points in the faith 
that the advantages of cheap water 
transportation would be permanent. 
To serve these industries steamboat 
and barge lines have been devel- 
oped, The Federal Government has 
spent millions of dollars to im- 
prove waterways used by these 
transportation agencies and _ to 
serve the industries and population 
of these numerous and important 
towns and cities, So far as steel 
products are concerned, the cods re- 
quirements for an all-rail formula 
deprives these interests deperdent 
on inland waterways of a large 
share of, and in some cases all, the 
benefits of their location.” 

St. Louis Protest Quoted. 

The report quoted from a protest 
by the Mississippi Valley Associa- 
tion of St. Louis against the “all- 
rail rate formula. The Valley As- 
sociation said that the use of such 
rates was “inimical to the inter-

Argument and Its Answer. 


The Commission quoted at length 
from a resolution adopted by the 
hot rolied and cold rolled strip 
groups of the steel producers pro- 
testing against changes in the all- 
rail formula.

“If water shipments can be sold 
at lower prices than rai] shipments,

fair competition for the industry.” 

Commenting on this resolution, 
the Commission said observed: 

“The position above taken i that 
by imposing equal hardships on 
communities located on waterways 
the hardships of the inland com- 
munities are thereby removed. It 
also comprehends the theory that 
sectional advantages conferred up- 
on buyers by nature should be nulli- 
fied in order to insure identical de- 
livered prices for the benefit of the 
seller.” 

Benefit to Big Piants. 

The commission found that the 
operation of the code had resulted 
in direct benefit to big industries 
and placed powerful manufactur- 
ers or groups of manufacturers in 
a position to compel the steel in- 
dustry to discriminate in their 
favor. 

“The Detroit automobile manu- 
facturers,” the report said, “have 
forced the code authority to ap- 
prove an arbitrary differential in 
favor of Southern Michigan of $3 
to $5 a ton.” 

The report also found that the 
code caused discrimination against , 
important steel producing centers 
as the Mahoning Valley in Ohio 
(the Youngstown District). 

There is also one serious result 
the authorized summary said which 
is due to determinations made un- 
der authority provided by the code 
but not, strictly speaking, under 
any requirement thereof. We refer 
to price increases which have tak- 
en place since the code has been 
in effect and particularly to those 
price increases for extras which 
are imposed by the code authority. 

“These price increases for extras 
are directly traceable to action au- 
thorized under the code and dis- 
criminate particularly against pur- 
chasers of small quantities. This is 
illustrated by the ‘extras for quan-

“A distinct conflict of means and 
objectives exists between the pro- 
visions of the code and the commis- 
sion’s order in the ‘Pittsburgh plus’ 
case. That conflict raises questions 
not only of legal import but of basic 
economic implication. 

“Departure from hitherto accept- 
ed policies of governmental con- 
cern over the maintenance of fair 
competition is, however, evident. 
Nevertheless, it has been assumed 
thus far that the departure has the 
sariction of a congressional man- 
date embodied in the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act. The test of 
whether such sanction is actually 
present in that act can, of course, 
be submitted to the courts for de- 
termination. But other means for 
the solution of such an issue are 
also available. The work under the 
National. Industrial Recovery Act 
was conceived of as necessarily be- 
ing largely experimental. The act 
itself provides not only for means 
to pursue effectively paths demon- 
strated to be sound and desirable, 
but also for means to withdraw 
from the enforcement of policies 
which evidence a tendency to at- 
tain ends regarded by the act as 
those that our nation has 30 
carded.”

In his confession, Douthitt said: 
“We were in a saloon at 1507 
South Broadway from 6 o'clock un- 
til about 11:30 o'clock on the night 
of the murder. About 11:30 we got 
into a machine. Arthur (known also 
as Pat Schnelt) was driving and I 
was in the front seat with him. 
Kennedy was in the back. 

“We drove to the cigar store and 

parked the car on South Broad- 
way just south of the store. Ken- 
nedy and I got out and walked to 
the ‘side entrance—on Alberta, 1 
guess it is. We waited in a door- 
way across the street from the 
store until they turned off the 
lights and came out. 
“We separated and I walked down 
the street, east toward the alley. 
Kennedy Waited near the corner un- 
til they came out and as they 
started down the street, Kennedy 
walked in behind the man and the 
woman. The man started to reach 
for his pocket.” 


Says Abeln Reached for Pistol. 
McLaughlin interrupted to in- 
quire: “Was anything said by Ken- 
nedy?” 

Douthitt replied: “I could not 
make out the words distinctly; I 
was about 30 feet from the couple 
when he slipped in behind them. 
He said something like, ‘Don’t 
reach for that,’ or something like 
that. Anyway this man (Abeln) 
reached and pulled his gun. 

“As he (Abeln) fired, Kennedy 
started shooting. When I saw they 
had started shooting I left and ran 
south in the alley to Osage, I guess 
it is. Kennedy caught up with me 
and told me he thought he shot the 
two people. 

“We walked west in Osage three 
blocks and took the guns, I had 
one, too, and put them under some 
leaves. I don’t know the name of 
the street, it was right where a lit- 
tle park is, three blocks west of 
Broadway, on Osage. 

“We hid the guns there and sep- 
arated. Kennedy walked back down 
towards Broadway. I waited arou‘1a 
and went into a barn and stayed 
there until about 5:30 in the morn- 
ing, then went home. That morn- 
ing, about 10 o’clock, I got up and 
walked down to the corner to get. 
some groceries, and saw in the | 
paper where two people had got 
killed. 

Bartender Warned Him Away. 
“I walked down to Broadway to 
the saloon and the little fellow, the 


|" bartender, said there was a lot of 
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trouble, with detectives cruising 
around the neighborhood, and said 
I shouldn’t come around there. ihat 
afternoon Kennedy and Schnuelt 
came over to my house, 2002 or 2004 
Lafayette avenue. 

“Kennedy ana SEchnelt came 
into the room and I asked my 
wife to leave tor a few mirutes. 
They asked me if I had told any- 


They said not to tell anybody uny- 
thing and everything would be all 
right. They left the house and I 
went to the saloon the next day znd 
saw both of them. 


What They Did With Pistols. 

“Kennedy told me he had gone 
over to this place and got the guns. 
They kept the one I had that night, 
which was not fired, and Kenne ly 
said he gave the other to a man 
named Trimble to dispose of. Trim- 
ble came into the saloon that even- 
ing and said something to Frank 
and Arthur that I did not hear and 
walked out again. 

“So I went home and was kind 
o- worried. I borrowed $2 off >f 
Arthur so that I could move to an- 
other address. 

“I borrowed Kennedy’s car and 
drove to Laclede and got a room 
over there—it was 3745 Laclede. 
Next morning I went to this saloon 
and they told me not to come 
around there anymore, so I left and 
I have not been back since and J 
have not seen either of these men 
since.” 

The prisoner said the bartender 
at 1507 South Broadway, whom he 
had mentioned, was Oscar Schnelt, 
half-brother of Arthur Schnelt. He 
identified photographs of Arthur 
Schnelt as “the man who drove the 
machine,” and of Kennedy as “the 
man who shot that couple,” also 
Trimble’s photograph as that of the 
man to whom he gave the auto- 
matic pistol he had carried. 


Met Men in Prison. 

Douthitt said he met Kennedy 
and Arthur Schnelt in the peniten- 
tiary, and had known them about 
five years. Before the Abeln kill- 
ing, he said, he met the two at the 
saloon at different times for about 
three weeks. Douthitt said he took 
no part in the plan for the robbery, 
and that Kennedy and Schnelt “had 
it all planned and said they would 
take me along.” He said Kennedy 
approached him on this matter 
Dec. 21 


“What did he tell you?” “He 
said they were going out to make 
some money and asked me if I 
wanted to go along. I said I 
needed money. He said he would 
see Schnelt and see what he said. 
They had agreed on it in the after- 
noon and told me it was all right 
for me to go along. He mentioned 
a day or so previous to that about 
making some money, but it was 
that afternoon he told me what it 
was.” 

Was to Take the Money. 

“Were there any plans as to 
what part each of you would take?” 
“Kennedy was to drive the car and 
Schnelt and I were to take the 
money.” 

“You were to take the sack?” 
McLaughlin interrupted. “Yes, sir.” 

“Was there some discussion about 
you not getting the sack—were they 
peeved at you?” “They were mad 
about leaving the money there.” 

“Did you and Kennedy have any- 
thing to say about Schnelt leaving 
in the machine and leaving you 
there?” “Yes. He didn’t come by, 
sO we ran.” / 

“Was anything said by Kennedy 
about that?” “Yes, sir. He was 
mad and wondered where the car 
was, and didn’t want to wait there, 
and we started to walk.” 

“How many shots did Kennedy 
fire?” “I don’t know, but he 
emptied his gun and he had eight 
shots in there.” 

“Where was Kennedy when he 
walked up to that couple?” “The 
woman (Mrs. Abeln) was next to 
the wall, or the inside. The man 
(Abeln) had his arm under hers 
or she was holding -his arm. e 
was carrying the (money) satchel 
under his left arm. When Kennedy 
walked up, he let go of her arm 
and started drawing his gun.” 

Douthitt described the car, which 
he said he had seen Schnelt using 
two or three times in the week be- 
fore. He told of being informed by 
Kennedy of the identity of Mr. and 
Mrs. Abeln, and of what Kennody 
knew about their routine in collect- 
ing money from their store. Ken- 
nedy, he said, related that the 
Abelns had deposited $500 in a 
bank the night before. 

Douthitt said he ran down the al- 
ley “as soon as I saw it looked like 
trouble,” and was not thete to see 
all of the shooting. Schnelt, he 
said, drove away by himself, and 
Kennedy caught up with him as he 
was walking west on Osage street.

At the time of his 
death, Abeln had in his pocket a 
letter written to Santa Claus by the 
oldest of the children, Charles 
Abeln, 8& The younger children 
were George. 7, and Betty Ann, 2. 
All were orphans, and were legally 
adopted. 

The children attended a school 
festival the night of Dec. 21, being 
taken to the schoolhouse by Mr.

to the store on Broadway. 


WANTS RAIL CO-ORDINATOR

Business Men’s Transportation Con- 
ference Says There Is No Need 
for U. S. Ownership.

NEW YORK, March 20. — The 
Railway Business Association 
Transportation Conference, organ- 
ized for a study of carriers’ prob 
lems by bankers, business and rail- 
road men, recommended in a re 
port yesterday an extension of one 
year for the office of Federal Co- 
ordinator of Transportation.

PROVISION FOR U, 8. TO BUILD 
TENTH OF MILITARY PLANES 


Confereés Agree, However, That 
Rule Is Not Inflexible If 
Facilities Are Inadequate. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Word 
that the Administration plans to 
experiment th the building of 
naval aircr to see if it can take 
some of the private profits out of 
war equipment reached Congress 
as conferees adjusted differences 
between the Senate and House over 
the $500,000,000 naval construction 
bill. 

The conferees compromised on a 
plan providing that not less than 
10 per cent of the more than 1000 
planes authorized in the bills should 
be constructed in Government 
plants, 

It was authoritatively reported 
that the Budget Bureau soon would 
send an estimate to Congress of 
$4,000,000 for enlarging the naval 
aircraft factory at Philadelphia to 
carry out the experiment. At pres- 
ent, all Army and Navy planes are 


experimental craft and parts have 
been produced in the few Govern- 
ment shops. 

The conference report gives the 
President leeway in that if he finds 
it impracticable to construct 10 per 
cent or more of the planes in Gov- 
ernment factories he may build only 
to the extent facilities permit. 

The conferees compromised on 
private shipbuilders’ profits. In- 
stéad of limiting their profits to 
not more than 10 per cent of the 
eost of executing a contract, as pro- 
vided by the Senate, ‘the profits 
were restricted to not more than 10 
per cent of the total contract price, 
as proposed by the House. 


TWO BYRD MEN IN PLANE 
FORCED DOWN IN STORM 


Air and Land Rescue Expeditions 
Delayed by High Wind and 
Drifting Snow. 

By the Associated Press. 

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
March 20 (via Mackay Radio)— 
Rescue expeditions awaited today a 
break in the weather which would 
permit them to go to the aid of two 
Byrd Antarctic expedition members 
isolated after a forced airplane 
landing in an uncharted ice field. 

Pilot William C. Bowlin and 
Wireless Operator Clay Bailey were 
forced down during a storm Sunday 
night while returning from a depot 
where they had deposited supplies 
100 miles from their main base. 

Rear Admiral Byrd made ready 
to fly a plane to their relief and a 
ground party was prepared to rush 
to the group, but. high ‘winds and 
drifting snow made a start impos- 
sible. 

“When the plane left Little 
America,” said Admiral Byrd, “it 
carried full emergency equipment, 
including a tent, cooking stove, 
sleeping bags and 30 days’ rations 
per man. 

“Both men were amply equipped 
with fur clothing, so I see no rea- 
son for concern. We shall start 
looking for them as soon as the 
weather gives us a chance.” 

The last radio message from the 
stranded flyers was at 8 p. m., Sun- 
day, when they reported they had 
buried the plane in the snow to 
prevent its being blown away by 
the high wind. 


TWO SECTIONS OF BROADWAY 
RESURFACED WITH ASPHALT 


Similar Covering to Be Applied to 
All Places Where Smooth 
Top Is Lacking. 

During the last week about three- 
quarters of a mile of the roadway 
of Broadway has been resurfaced 
with an asphalt coating by the 
city, using CWA workers. This 
smooth surfacing is to be applied 
over granite paving for the entire 
length of Broadway, wherever a 
smooth top is lacking now. 

The improvement thus far is in 
two stretches, extending south from 
Taylor avenue, in the northern part 
of the city, and north from the 
River des Peres bridge, in the 
southern part. Up to yesterday 
401 tons of material had been laid 
over 76938 square yards. The im- 
proved roadway is, of varying 
width, omitting car-track spaces.

Prof. .McClintock of Rutgers 
U. Shows His Films to 
Junior League. 


ming bird vlaciag regurgitated food 


dragon fly laying its eggs, and of 
many oth commonplace yet 
slightly noticea _ happenings in 
plant and aniiuwal life were shown 


to the Junior League yesterday by 
Norman McUsintock of the Rutgers 
University faculty. — 

Prof. McClintock, whose work is 
in thea field of research motion pic 
tures, was the speaker in place of 
Lowell Thomas, newspaper man, 
who was unable to come because 
of the cancelation of an airplane 
flight. 

Prof. McClintock’s movies had 
the doubl> purpose of calling atten- 
tion to the little-known domestic 
doings of plants and animals and 
of showing that insects, birds, and 
even such things as cucumber 
vines, aré almost human. 

And, like humans, they are de 
serving of envy. Many mortals 
would certainly like to turn into a 
cultivated oxalis plant which sleeps 
15 hours daily. Of course, “going 
to sleep,” merely méans closing its 
petals, but the movies showed it 
doing this regularly at 5:30 p. m. 
and of waking up again at 8:30 4. 
m. They even showca a nightmare, 
when the petals fluttered but didn’t 
open, at 2:30 a. m. 


Troubles of Sparrows. 


Then there was the sparrow fam- 
ily, which mirrored the domestic 
troubles of man. The male, in his 
mate’s absence, fed the young, re- 
arranged the straws in the nest, 
and then protected the young birds 
from the sun. Something akin to 
warming up the bottle, moving the 
furniture around; and putting the 
children to bed. 

But then the female returned. 
With a vicious flourish she chased 
the male away, fixed the straws in 
the nest, and hovered the young. 
Prof. McClintock said she had an 
angry look in her eye. The male 
returned, obviously piqued, flew 
away again, but then came back 
and laid his head on the female’s 
back. As in the Hollywood movies, 
that was the end of the story. 

To believe that the cucumber 
plant has human qualities it is 
necessary to believe in Prof. Mc- 
Clintock’s interpretation. The plant 
has long tendrils which reach out 
for the supporting stick. The 
movies showed one tendril hitting 
its mark and getting a strangle 
hold on the stick. But the second, 
after frantic efforts, couldn’t make 
it. The plant sagged and prepared 
to die. 

But McClintock stepped in and 
tied the vine close to the stick. 
The luckless tendril reached out 
again and this time it caught hold. 
The vine could continue climbing. 
Its leaves perked up and the vine 
then gave a curious wriggle. This 
wriggle is to the vine what the purr 
is to the cat, Prof. McClintock said. 
Anyway, he took it as meaning 
thanks. 


Humming Birds’ Meal Time. 


Less idyllic are the pictures of 
the young humming birds getting 
their meal. Into their widely opened 
mouths the mother inserts her long 
bill, safely past the throat muscles, 
which as yet can’t function, down 
to the stomach. Then it gives its 
young a portfodn of predigested 
food. : 

There are many other shots that 
penetrate into plant and animal 
life with phenomenal clarity—of 
ants clearing out their nest, of the 
rapid growth of wild flowers, hur- 
rying to get their share of sun be- 
fore the leaves on the trees hide 
it, and of a locust emerging frm 
its shell. 

The movies are a hobhy with 
Prof. McClintock and he reys they 
have little scientific value. His 
“only original contribution to sci- 
ence,” he says, was the discovery 
that the common house wren 
blinks its eyes alternately. He has 
movies to prove it. 

Prof. McClintock spoke this 
morning at Country Day School 
and will lecture tonight before the 
Washington University Association 
at Soldan High School. Tomorrow 
he will talk before the Garden 
Club. His movies always go with 
him.

SECRETARY WALLACE SIGNS 
CODE FOR GRAIN EXCHANGES 


Agreement Provides Authority of 
Seven Members, Fixes Fluctua- 
tion Range in Prices. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace today 
signed the code for the grain ex- 
changes. 

It provides an authority of seven 
members for enforcement duties, 
establishes uniform trade practices 
which include wage minimum mar- 
gin requirements, fixes the fluctua- 
tion range in grain prices and pro- 
vides for establishment of a busi- 
ness conduct committee for each 
exchange. 

The code also provides that re- 
ports, regulations and rules pro- 
vided by the grain future act shall 
not be dispensed with. Exchanges 
and members of clearing houses 
will be required to make reports 
at the request of the Secretary 
of Agriculture on their operations 
as they concern consumers, com- 
petitors, employes and others. This 
is required to determine to what 
extent the declared policy of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act is be- 
ing accomplished under the code. 

The code provides that it shall 
not be so applied as to permit 
monopolies or discriminate against 
small enterprises.

Auditorium officials said the va-_ 
rious exhibitfons would reflect the 
“best contributions of art, industry 
and science.” James E. Darst, 
manager, declared the objective of 
providing “something for everyone” 
in the way of entertainment had 
been attained. He expressed thanks 
for civic. co-operation which the 
management has received. 

The Convention, Publicity and 
Tourist Bureau will conduct a cam- 
paign for funds April 9 to 27, pre- 
dicted on the desirability of bring- 
ing more conventions and exhibi- 
tions to St. Louis, to use the audi- 
torium. 

Urges City to Seek Conventions. 

City Counselor Hay told directors 
of the bureau at Hotel Lennox yes- 
terday that St. Louis was the ideal 
convention city of the country.

of the local board in the dispute 
between Local No. 54 of the Iron, 
Steel & Tin Workers’ International 
Union and the Laclede Steel Co. of 
Alton. 

The majority report, issued last 
week, urged the company to re- 
employ former workers dismissed 
for union activity, as well as par 
ticipants in a recent strike, but 
held that there was an insufficient 
number of workers with union of- 
filiation to warrant the calling of 
an election on the question of rep- 
resentation through a union affill-. 
ated with the American Federation 
of Labor, or an employes’ council 
set up by the company. The ma- 
jority report was carried by\a vote 
of 5 to 4, the four employer mem- 
bers and the chairman, Samuel B. 
McPheeters, attorney, voting for it, 
with the labor members voting in 
the negative. 

The labor group takes issue with 
the other board members on the 
evidence as to the number of work- 
ers with union affiliation, pointing 
out that 278 men signed up with 
the union. The majority report 
based its conclusion on the fact 
that THRE! 56 men paid the union ‘cam 


with the company, as is done in the 
majority report,” the labor mem- 
hers state. 

The labor members ask that the 
majority report be altered to pro- 
vide for a vote by workers shown 
on the company payroll of Aug, 19, 
last, on the question of representa- 
tion, and that all union men whose 
jobs have been taken by other 
workers be re-employed immedi- 
ately.

INDO-CHINA UNRECONCILED 
TO MARRIAGE OF EMPEROR 


Minstrels Vainly Try to Win Popu- 
lar Approval for Christian 

: Bride.

HUE, Annam, French Indo-China, 
March 20.—Poets and minstrels 
sought today to arouse enthusiasm 
for a match between Emperor Bao 
Dai and a girl called Mariette, but 
their verse and song left the people 
cold. The reason is that the bride- 
to-be is a Christian. 

Discontent became evident yes- 
terday when the girl, 18-year-old 
daughter of a wealthy merchant of 
Cochin-China, arrived for the be- 
ginning of the marriage ceremoni2s 
today, leading to the state cere- 
mony March 24. 

The young woman, whose name 
is N’Guyen Huu Hao, although she 
is known as Marietta, was reared 
in a French convent. 

The buddhist ancestors of the 
Emperor were notified today by the 
burning of Chinese banns on the 
royal family altar that the young 
ruler is marrying. The court min- 
ister performed the ceremony of 
burning two papers—one a prayer 
to the ancestors and the other 
bearing the name and age of the 
bride.

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SENATORS PUT SILVER 
i UP TO ROOSEVELT 


They Say Chamber Will Pass 
House-Approved Measure 
if He Wants It. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 20.—The 


fate of the new silver remonetiza- 
tion-farm relief bill, approved by 
the House, was put up to tha 
White House today by Senate ma- 
jority leaders. Should the measure 
receive presidential approval, ad- 
rministration leaders said it wouid 
be passed by the Senate. If not, 


they thought it had smal] chance 
of passage. 

Disregarding Republican cries of 
“dumping” and “fiat money,” the 
bill was passed by the House yes- 
terday, 257 to 112. Under it silver 
would be accepted at well above 
the world price in payment for ex- 
ported agricultural surpluses. Sil- 
ver certificates would be issued on 
the metal thus obtained. 

Repeated calls from the Repub- 
lican side yesterday for a disclo- 
sure as to whether Mr. Roosevelt 
was for or against the measure 
were unanswered. 

Representative Dies (Dem.), of 
Texas, said that Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau had not op- 
posed the bill in committee. 

Move by Administration. 

However, a little earlier the ad- 
ministration had headed off a vote 
on another silver measure, the 
Fiesinger bill directing the treas- 
ury to buy 1,500,000,000 ounces of 
the metal, in an effort to enhance 
its price. 

Morgenthau called in reporters 
to announce that Prof. James Har- 
vey Rogers, one of the president's 
monetary advisers, would leave 
soon for Chine to study the effect 
of an increased world silver price 
on oriental purchases in the United 
States. This assurance that the ad- 
ministration had not definitely 
closed the door to further action to 
help the _ silver-producing states 
caused Speaker Rainey to limit the 
vote to the Dieg bill. The silver 
leaders credited the administration

Provisions of Bill. 

Under the bill a board wouid be 
established to negotiate sales of ag- 
ricultural surpluses abroad and to 
accept in exchange silver coin or 
bullion at a price to be fixed by the 
board, but not higher than 25 per 
cent above the world price of silver. 

A second limitation would fi« the 
extent of the board’s sales in one 
year at a volume at which the ex- 
cess value of silver over the world 
price would not exceed $400,000,000. 
The silver received would be de;)os- 
ited in the Treasury, with the scere- 
tary authorized to issue silver cer- 
tificates against it. These woud be 
used to compensate the producers of 
the commodities sold under the 
plan. 

Dies disclaimed any interest in 
the question from the point of view 
of the inflationist or the man from 
the silver states, and placed hluself 
with the group who were beliind 
the bill-as a farm-relief measur. 

“I’m not interested in silver as 
money,” he said. “I’m interested in 
the benefits that will flow to eeri- 
culture if we increase the purchas- 
ing power of that half of the world 
that uses silver.”

FACES SENATE FIGHT 


Backers to Seek Early Vote on 
Measure Passed by House, 
251 to 114.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Sen-

Ala- 
bama, co-author of the measure 
with his brother in the House, said 
the amended measure, approved by 
that branch 251 to 114 yesterday 
was acceptable to him. He indi- 
cated that as a time-saving move 
he wouid seek to have that Dill 
substituted for one already report- 
ed favorably by the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee. 

There were indications, how- 
ever, that the measure which 
brought forth a week of bitter de- 
bate in the House would encounter 
attacks by Republicans and some 
Democrats before the final vote is 
taken. House Republicans were 
joined by some men on the major- 
ity side of the aisle in criticising 
the bill on the grouna that it was 
an opening wedge for the regl- 
mentation of all agriculture. 

Surprise at Hseavy Vote. 

Even Chairman Jones of the 
House Agriculture Committee who 
steered the bill through that 
branch was surprised at the big 
majority given it on the final bal- 
lot. “The vote was far better than 
I had hoped for,” he said.,;“It was 
mighty difficult legislation.”

Designed to stabilize cotton 
prices, the measure would limit 
Production in the coming cotton 
year to 10,000,000 bales and levy a 
tax of 50 per cent of the market 
value on the staple produced in ex- 
cess of quotas allocated to pro 
ducers. Termed an emergency 
measure, it would have a life of two 
years and could be extended a third 
year by presidential proclamation. 
Production in the second and 
third years would be fixed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, provided 
two-thirds of the growers approved 
continuation of the law. The Presi- 
dent would be empowered to sus- 
pend it at any time.

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Official Vandalism. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
LONG the River des Peres, between 
Watson and Gravois roads, on the 
west side of the river, we had one of the 
prettiest spots in the vicinity, although 
to some people it did not seem to fe, as 

one could not drive through it. 

There was a dense wood of immense 
oaks, sycamores, beeches, persimmons, 
walnuts and others.

Katharine Cornell last night gave 
one of the few touches of art and 
artistry to the shallow year of dra- 
matics with a lovely performance 
of “Romeo and Juliet” at the 
American Theater.

offerings be sent out from New 
York each winter. 


O return, however, to the Juliet 

of Katharine Cornell who, in 

looks and mannerisms suggest- 
ed—or perhaps, recalled is a better 
word—the lovely Jilia Marlowe of 
older years. But there the _ re- 
semblance ends for Miss Cornell’s 
Juliet is entirely different, in its 
most modern note, from any other 
interpretation of Shakespeare's 
heroine the stage has seen in the 
last half century. In no sense has 
the play itself been modernized. It 
is in the manner of reading the 
lines, her lines at least, that this 
present day star has departed from 
tradition. She delivers her pas- 
sages, not in the long accustomed 
oratorical style of the theatre, but 
in a most modern and, more or 
less, matter of fact way. Whether 
this is, or is not, an improvement 
is a matter which must be left to 
the individual taste of the theatre 
goers of today. It would seem to us 
that much of the poetry of Shakes- 
peare disappears in the transi- 
tion. Then, too, Miss Cornell speaks 
very rapidly most of the time, so 
rapidly in fact that some of her 
lines are lost to her audiences but 
she never loses sight of the drama- 
tic possibilities of the role and her 
acting is always of the, highest, and 
of the most modern, order. 

This modernization is particularly 
apparent in the balcony scene in 
which Miss Cornell's Juliet is so dif- 
ferent from any other and the same 
thing is true of the scene in her 
bed room when she learns that 
Romeo, her husband by then, has 
slain her kinsman Tybalt. Her 
Juliet, on the balcony is a thing of 
rare beauty even though it departs 
from all traditions and her Juliet 
of woe and grief is a tragic master- 
piece.

Dean Starbird. see the mistake 
in the narrowness of over-speciali- 
zation, which has orly one objec- 
tive—the heightening of the pay- 
drawing possibilities of the gradu- 
ate. Following this tendency away 


from  over-specialization, experts 
are advising a broader base for ed- 
ucation, not only that the student 
may get more out of life and leis- 
ure, but also that it may be easier 
for her to change her vocation 
should that become necessary. And 
it easily can become necessary in 
our changing civilization. Many vo- 
cations become impractical; others 
go completely “out.” But the stud- 
ent who has had 2% broad base of 
education will find it easier to 
change with the times. On this 
subject of changing vocations, Dean 
Starbird quoted Dean Virginia C. 
Gildersleeve, of Barnard College, 
in New York, who [n a recent ad- 
dress at Washington said that there 
need be no fear of permanent lack 
of vocational oppurtunities be- 
cause no matter under what politic- 
al and economic form we live, there 
will always be work to be done. 
Although she professes to have 


“no new ideas on the subject, one 


cannot help but think that Dean 
Starbird brings a great deal of 
originality to the application of her 
subject, if, indeed, not to its the- 
ory as well. Her quiet, unobtrus- 
ive manner, her pleasant, natural 
approachableness -- these things 
make it easy to see how very ef- 
fective her knowledge of vocational 
guidance must be to the girls who 
seek it in her office in the Wom- 
en’s Building at the University. 
And this subject of vocational guid- 
ance is not one of cut and dried 
theories. It is the very height of 
applied science. Mrs. Starbird’s 
ideas on the personal aspects of 
her work are sane and humorous. 

“I never make a decision for a 
girl,” she says. “No one has a right 
to do that in another’s life. All I 
do is to gather as many facts as I 
can about the case, then lay them 
before the girl and let her decide 
for herself. She has scant sympathy 
with anyone who comes to fancv 
herself as “playing providence” or 
“pulling the threads which control 
the destiny of another.” She smiles 
at these ideas and points out that 
it is only by using the facts gath- 
ered from much study and research 
and adding to them the experience 
gathered from watching many lives 
that the expert in vocational guid- 
ance can help those who go to her. 
And of course no two problems are 
alike because no two people are 
alike. All the information gathered 
in sO many ways—from Govern- 
ment statistics, from the research 
of educators, from magazines and 
other publications—all this must be 
applied to suit the individual girl. 
Dean Starbird again agreed with 
her confrere, Dean Barnard, that 
it is always well to advise a student 
to do the thing he or she is pas- 
sionately fond of. Even if it is im- 
possible as a vocation, it should be 
studied and followed as an avoca- 
tion. Much of the maladjustments 
and neurotic problems of today, 
come, they both think, from the 
desperate effort of the square peg 
to comform to the round hole, 

The place of personality and 
character in the successful follow- 
ing of a vocation must not be ae- 
glected either, Mrs. Starbird said, 
and it is frequently part of her task 
to point out to a girl some defect in 
her personality or character which 
will prevent her success. Many em- 
ployers, she thinks, discharge a 
woman rather than explain to her 
what irritating quality keeps: her 
from being “liked.” Among the 
most frequent charges made

NCIENT physicians held that

piratory tracts and to tuberculosis. 


There is a certain warrant for 
this association of predisposition to 
disease with different constitu- 
tional types. However, more recent 
experiences have put more empha- 
sis on “nurture” than on “nature.” 


In England, for example, a thor- 
oughgoing set of studies on the con- 
stitution of three groups of children 
was made. 


One of the groups, numbering 
368, consisted of patients in an 
asthma clinic. Another group, num- 
bering 459, suffered from rheumatic 
fever. The third group, numbering’ 
385, was without rheumatism ‘rT 
asthma, but attended clinics for 
minor ailments. 

Some 30 different anthropomet- 
ric measurements were made on 
each child. 

‘A comiparison of the measurc- 
ments of the three different grouLs 
of children revealed “that the con- 
trasted groups of asthmatic and 
rheumatic children show no signifi- 
cant difference in their general di- 
mensions, and that both groups in 
comparison with the contro] series 
also reveal no differences which are 
sufficiently consistent at the vari- 
ous ages and in the two sexes to be 
regarded as indicating a real di- 
vergence from the normal.”

HE French couturiere has some 
new competition. The wave of 
American designing which has 
been sweeping from New York to 
California (or from Fifth avenue to 
Hollywood, to be more exact) 
couldn’t pass over St. Louis with- 
out causing a ripple. In fact, the 
crest of the wave may be here, 
judging by the interest in fashion 
creation and the encouragement 
given young St. Louisans to develop 
their talents. 

How well home talent is succeed- 
ing at this art long considered a 
monopoly of Paris was demonstrat- 
ed at a fashion show held in a St. 
Louis store on a recent evening. 
One hundred and ten different 
models were exhibited, all of them 
the work of students in costume 
designing at the School of Fine 
Arts of Washington University. Fif- 
ty different designers were repre 
sented in the collection and the ma- 
jority were exhibiting their work 
for the first time. Of this number, 
one designer was a young man. 
Special incentives were given the 
students in an effort to encourage 
them to display their skill. The 
prizes were offered to the designs 
judged the best, not only from the 
standpoint of originality but sale- 
ability.

included because the store planned 
to use the prize winning dresses as 
samples from which a supply will 
be made and featured in stock. 

In preparation for this exhibition 
students worked for more than a 
month under the supervision of 
their instructor, Miss Bessie Recht. 
They selected their owr materials, 
planned their own color schemes 
and created their own designs. In- 
asmuch as the costumes were in- 
tended for late spring or summer 
wear, most of them used washable 
materials and emphasized casual- 
ness of styling. 

Sports frocks with sun backs und 
matching capes or jackets were 
prominent, with linen the favorile 
fabric. Of particular interest was 
the clever use of tablecloth linen 
in gay color schemes, either for 
part of a costume or for trimminy. 
Two prize winners showed clever 
adaptation of tablecloths and run- 
ners.

Rope-like lacings, embroidered 
anchors and stars, and sailor col-

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ing out this theme. Several ver- 
sions of the redingote appeared and 
here as elsewhere, the popularity of 
wash fabrics was emphasized.
